Didsbury’s town council will 
call on the provincial govern¬ 


ment to legislate for elected re¬ 
gional health authorities when a 
consultation team travels the 
province this month to get pub¬ 
lic input into the issue 

The government, who ap¬ 
pointed the members of the new 
regional bodies which govern 
health care delivery, is consid¬ 
ering several options for the 
make up of the boards 


Options include direct elec¬ 
tion, appointment of publicly 
individuals by the Minister of 
Health, appointment of individu¬ 
als nominated by regional se¬ 
lection committees and a com¬ 
bination of election and appoint¬ 
ment 

But Didsbury Town Council 
feels the only appropriate make 
up for the regional health boards 


would be through election 
In a resolution town adminis¬ 
tration is completing for presen¬ 
tation by Didsbury at the next 
Alberta Urban Municipalities 
Association convention, town 
council states that the boards 
should be elected because they 
will be given the power to requi¬ 
sition tax dollars from munici-

Didsbury’s streets will get a 
much needed face lift this month 
as several street paving projects 
get underway thanks to federal 
and provincial grants 

Didsbury town administrator 
Evan Parliament said crews will 
begin work on the north by-pass 
road, including connector inter¬ 
sections at 19th, 20th and 23rd 
Streets soon thanks to the fed¬ 
eral infrastructure program 
Parliament said the 5560,000 
cost for the paving will be paid 
one-third by the federal govern¬ 
ment, one-third by the provin¬ 
cial government and one-third 
by the town 

Work will also begin shortly 
on paving for 17th Street Par¬ 
liament said a curb will also be 
installed on the west side of that 
road. 

“Because we have the crews 
in doing all the paving work 
right now, we are getting a very 
good deal,” Parliament said 
“There is no way we’d ever get 
it for that price again ” 

Parliament said the cost for 
the work on 17th will tally at 
$90,000, half of which will be 
paid by the Alberta govern¬ 
ment’s Alberta Street Improve¬ 
ment Program

Parliament said the federal govern¬ 
ment is treating reclassifications as 
new applications which means 
funding might not be made avail¬ 
able until 1997. 

There arc so many projects we 
can get underway right away so it is 
a concern for us that we would have 
to wait,” Parliament said. 

Brassard said he would look into 
the matter. 


Sandra Veenstra, Director of 
Corporate Services, told council 
staff was spending time and effort 
completing tasks like information 
searches, tax histories and tax cer¬ 
tificates for free She recommended 
the town charge $10 each for tax 
histones and tax certificate and $25 
for historical and information 
searches. 

This new policy does not mean 
town taxpayers will be forced to 
pay to get information about their 
own taxes 


Olds/Didsbury MLA Roy 
Brassard visited with Didsbury 
Town council at their last regular 
meeting to discuss issues of con¬ 
cern and to stay in touch. 

Brassard, who is spending his 
time away from the Legislature over 
the summer catching up with lo¬ 
cals, filled council in on some of the 
actions he had taken in their sup¬ 
port over the year 

One of the areas was over the 
town’s application for infrastruc¬ 
ture funding. Didsbury was granted 
permission to use all of its allotted 
$450,000 for a variety of infra¬ 
structure programs in town. 

At the meeting, council filled 
Brassard in on their efforts to move 
the Didsbury RCMP detachment 
into the vacated quarters of the 
health unit in the provincial build¬ 
ing. 

Council also asked Brassard to 
look into getting a reclassification 
on their application under the fed¬ 
eral/provincial infrastructure pro¬ 
gram for money previously desig¬ 
nated to build a north water feeder 


Town council agreed to help start 
the set up of the main Street Advi¬ 
sory Board by filling three seats. 

David Mohr, Didsbury’s Main 
Street Coordinator told council he 
was having difficulties finding vol¬ 
unteers for the board because of the 
summer holidays He requested 
council agree to create an ad hoc 
board for the interim until perma¬ 
nent members could be found 

Council agreed to fill three seats 
on an ad hoc board with the remain¬ 
ing two seats to be filled by one 
member from the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and another from the BRZ 
board.

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Council eyeing provincial building

Didsbury’s town council is look¬ 
ing to hook a part of the Didsbury 
Provincial Building to house its 
RCMP detachment 

Council told MLA Roy Brassard 
any help he could offer to expedite 
the deal would be helpful 


Council chose to look into the 
possibility of arranging a lease with 
the province after local RCMP told 
them the building they currently 
occupy across the street from the 
town office, was no longer suffi¬ 
cient. 

Town administrator Evan Par¬ 
liament said the building, which 
also houses the town’s volunteer 


fire department, lacks sufficient 
space for holding cells, evidence 
storage and information storage 
Increasing use of the Didsbury de¬ 
tachment space because of the re¬ 
gional provincial court location in 
Didsbury is also causing difficul¬ 
ties and plans for town expansion 
means the detachment is also ex¬ 
pecting to enlarge in the future 


The former health unit office at 
the provincial building would dou¬ 
ble the amount of space the detach¬ 
ment is currently using 

Mayor Ray Lea said the town 
has looked into costs to alleviate the 
problem To develop an entirely 
new building would cost at least $ 1 
million for which the RCMP would 
share costs 50/50 over a long term 


lease agreement The cost to reno¬ 
vate and move into the former health 
unit office is estimated at $400,000, 
the cost for which would also be 
shared 50/50 with the RCMP 
Lea said any plans to upgrade 
the current facility were simply un¬ 
realistic because the building was 
already overextended

No single victim

There has been a lot made of the three women killed in Calgary 
in the last little while, prompting continued examinations of 
domestic violence and violence against women 

Groups of all types arc railing against the ineffectiveness of the 
police force when it comes to stopping domestic violence and 
against the propensity for men to commit violent acts against 
women in our society 

“Violence against women must stop” these do-gooders rage 
They wear ribbons in commemoration of women slain and tout 
their war cry to everyone who will listen 

It is just unfortunate that these warriors arc helping propagate 
the very violence they say they wish to end 

The simple fact is violence is committed against everyone in 
our society, men, women, children and animals Everyone is 
horrified by the violence committed against children It receives 
plenty of media attention Violence against women also prompts 
headlines and national diatribes, but what about the men who are 
killed in violent acts? Don't they deserve our attention and don't 
the actions that took their lives deserve our horror? 

Violence is a problem - not just when it is committed against 
women 1 recall the horrific event in Montreal at L'Ecole 
Polytechnique when a madman opened fire on several female 
students. I attended a rally organized to pay homage to these 
women and remember seeing men, who came to commiserate, 
turned away in disgust by women who felt they were not worthy 
to attend simply because one of their sex had committed the tragic 
act 

With attitudes like that, it is no wonder feminism has received 
a bad name over the past twenty years 

Simply, not all men are the same just as all w omen are not the 
same Men commit violent and degrading acts, but so do women 
Look at Loreena Bobbitt and Karla Homolko (faulty battered 
woman's syndrome notwithstanding) Look at Amy Fisher And 
it is not just a recent phenomenon - look at Lizzie Borden 
Violence is a tragedy regardless of the sex who commits it 
When we start drawing borders, pitting us against them, we arc 
caving in to the tragedy, allowing ourselves to be lowered to the 
same level as those who commit the horrific act As a society we 
need to recognize that violence is horrible regardless of the victim, 
regardless of the perpetrator And we must all try to stick together 
to find away to prevent it

The Didsbury Fire Depart¬ 
ment is striving to train and keep 
our members abreast of the latest 
training available The depart¬ 
ment has more members with 
certified courses than ever be¬ 
fore Virtually all of our mem¬ 
bers have Firefighter I Firefighter 
I is a course that teaches how' to 
enter a burning building safely. 
The course also gives our mem¬ 
bers a background in self con¬ 
tained breathing apparatus, how 
to wear it properly, how to main¬ 
tain the equipment and most im¬ 
portantly why we must use the 
apparatus 

Many of the members also 
have Firefighter II It is a course 
designed to help our people work 
as a team when we first arrive at 
a fire One person tags the hy¬ 
drant, someone else clamps the 
hose, w hilc others are getting the 


attack lines ready to advance to¬ 
ward the fire The Department 
also has a group of firefighters 
who have Pump A, which is a 
course designed to help pump 
operators use the pumps more 
efficiently, it also hones drilling 
skills of the operators 

Another part of our training 
has to do w ith First Aid and CPR 
We have Rhonda Hunter and 
Darron Campbell keeping all of 
our members well rehearsed and 
up to date on both courses This 
type of training coincides with 
ambulance assists and motor ve¬ 
hicle accidents as our department 
is well trained in vehicle extrica¬ 
tion Our rescue unit is equipped 
w ith the Jaws of Life, reciprocat¬ 
ing saws and various other tools 
which are required to disassem¬ 
ble tw isted vehicle wreckage In 
some cases department members 
work hand in hand with EMTs 
and RCMP to free trapped vehi¬ 
cle occupants 

One of our members was able 
to find the department an old 


abandoned house The members 
repaired the house enough so we 
can use it for Search and Rescue 
training 

Each Wednesday night our 
firefighters practice with the 
equipment on all aspects pertain¬ 
ing to the fire department Some 
evenings we have tours through 
different businesses in the com¬ 
munity This is done so we be¬ 
come familiar w ith the layout of 
the building as well as the dan¬ 
gers For example, Parkland Agn 
Services stores a lot of chemicals 
and fertilizers that we must be 
aware of 

With the budget restrictions 
and the amount of training our 
firefighters have, we believe that 
the community has an excellent 
fire department being as we are 
volunteers 

The fire department roster is 
made up of people from all walks 
of life including one professional 
firefighter who is employed with 
the Calgary Fire Department

Response: Re - Open letter to 
Herman Epp 

The Mountain View Regional 
Solid Waste Authority would like 
to respond to the open letter to 
Herman Epp. printed in the July 11, 
1995, edition of the Didsbury Re¬ 
view 

The purpose of this response is 
to clarify misconceptions which 
seem to exist over who is taking the 
option for the potential purchase of 
the Epp land and who negotiated 
the option It is the Mountain View 
Regional Solid Waste Authority 
who negotiated the option to pur¬ 
chase with Mr. Epp. not the County 
of Mountain View The Regional 
Solid Waste Authority is made up 
of representatives of each of the 
urban centres within the County and 
the County itself The Chairman of 
the Committee is a rural resident 


without affiliation to any of the 
member municipalities Mr Epp 
does not represent the County on 
this committee, as the open letter 
would imply The Epp land is not 
the first site that has been consid¬ 
ered for a landfill The Regional 
Authority has considered and tested 
numerous quarter sections over the 
years, and has placed advertisements 
requesting that individuals inter¬ 
ested in selling land for a potential 
landfill site, contact the Authority 
These ads were unsuccessful 
The Regional Authority was 
formed to develop a system of waste 
management within the Mountain 
View area and to access provincial 
grant funds which are available only 
to Regional Waste Authorities not 
individual municipalities The funds 
accessed through the province are 
used to develop transfer stations, 
sanitary landfills and the purchase

there to protect property and save 
lives At the present time we have 
a full roster of24 with pagers and 
two trainees Let us also remem¬ 
ber the people behind the scenes 
who answer the all important fire 
phone which activates the fire 
department's paging system We 
have eight fire phones in the Town 
of Didsbury Six phones are in 
the residences of firefighters, one 
in a former firefighter's residence 
and one at Didsbury District 
Health Services 

One of the most important 
things we cannot forget is our 
families who often times are left 
alone with meals sitting on the 
table, during the middle of the 


wedding They are often left the 
chore of explaining to others why 
we will be late or not able to 
show up at all This is all in the 
life of a volunteer firefighter and 
their families 

Please note most of our fire¬ 
fighters have Didsbury Fire De¬ 
partment license plates identify¬ 
ing them as such When our mem¬ 
bers are responding to a call we 
will have our 4-way flashers and 
headlights on in our private vehi¬ 
cles to get to the fire hall 

Remember in October during 
Fire Prevention Week we have 
an open house at the fire hall and 
every one can come in and see all 
of the trucks and equipment as 
well as demonstrations

FROM THE MAILBAG 
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Lightning storms - what to do in one 
nature’s most powerful displays

Summer electrical storms are 
common in Alberta The foothills 
and eastern slopes of the Rockies 
between Calgary and Edmonton 
typically record the second highest 
level of thunderstorm activity in 
Canada - an average of 30 days 
(between 500,000 and 750,000 
lightning strikes) from May to Sep¬ 
tember 

While Canadians are 50 times 
more likely to be hit by a car. Envi¬ 
ronment Canada statistics show that 
on average of eight people are killed 
by lightning in this country each 
year. 

During a thunderstorm, electric¬ 
ity takes the path of least resistance, 
usually striking the tallest object in 
the area 

The best place to be during a 
summer storm is indoors, away from 
doors and windows Because light¬ 
ning may strike your house, and 
water is a great conductor of elec¬ 
tricity, sources with Environment 
Canada, TransAlta and Alberta For¬ 
estry suggest you stay out of the 
shower and away from bathroom 
and kitchen sinks.

If you are travelling during a 
lightning storm, stay in a totally 
enclosed metal vehicle such as a car 
or trailer - motorcycles are unsafe - 
and park away from trees with the 
windows rolled up 

Should you find yourself stranded 
outside, stay away from metal ob¬ 
jects such as fences, clotheslines, 
overhead wires, railroad tracks and

third the speed of light. 

The entire event takes place with 
awesome speed. Scientists estimate 
that lightning reaches its peak force 
in only eight millionths of a second 
and dissipates is 20 microseconds 
Thus a bolt that might register hun¬ 
dreds of millions of volts - suffi¬ 
cient to illuminate the city of Lon¬ 
don - only produces enough energy

But the current earned by that 
same bolt can be deadly At 20,000 
amperes, the electrical shock from 
lightning would be 1,300 times 
greater than that from a kitchen 
wall socket.

TransAlta Utilities is linked to 
the provincial lightning detection 
system to better prepare for power 
outages and possible damage to the 
electrical system 

"Lightning strikes are displayed 
pretty much instantaneously and 
we can store data in the system, 
which allows us to track the move¬ 
ment of a storm. Although thunder¬ 
storms aren’t always predictable, 
we can phone the area staff and 
warn them if we see things coming 
then way And if we see things that 


could affect major industrial cus¬ 
tomers we will phone them as well 
to give them a chance to batten 
down their processes", says 
TransAlta's transmission scheduler 
Jerry Mossing 

Whenever lightning strikes one 
of TransAlta's power lines, the re¬ 
sulting voltage travels down the 
wires until it reaches the insulators, 
at which point it is diverted to 
ground. As soon as that happens, 
protective devices sense a fault and 
automatically open circuit break¬ 


ers on either end of the line, inter¬ 
rupting power flow. In some cases, 
the system will then try to reclose 
the breakers and restore electricity. 

"But if we see a fault on a trans¬ 
former we would just shut it down 
and send somebody out because the 
equipment is so expensive," notes 
Rich Hudson, in the utility's substa¬ 
tion design group 

In areas known for frequent and 
intense electrical storms, TransAlta 
guards its equipment and, in turn, 
minimize the risk of outages, by 


installing special devices such as 
overhead shield wires, or lightning 
arrestors, which control where a 
strike flashes over to ground 

Lightning protection systems are 
also available for homes and farm 
buildings. These systems are al¬ 
most 100 percent effective at pre¬ 
venting damage from an electrical 
storm but whether you should in¬ 
vest in one depends on how fre¬ 
quently lightning hits your area and 
how high your buildings are rela¬ 
tive to their surroundings

Abraham Lincoln was just 21 
years old when he came to 
Central Illinois and ever since, 
this scenic region of the United 
States has been known simply 
as Lincoln Country 

The Lincoln Heritage Trail, 
just hours from Chicago, cele¬ 
brates the spirit of adventure, 
respect for knowledge and vi¬ 
sion that characterized an ex¬ 
traordinary leader, who is still 
drawing crowds, long after his 
death 

Just a few hours from the 
sights and attractions of Chi¬ 
cago, visitors can explore Lin¬ 
coln Country following the 
Lincoln Heritage Trail through 
Decatur, Charleston, Mt Pul¬ 
aski, Lema, Lincoln, Peters¬ 
burg and Springfield, Illinois. 
Many of the sites charge no 
admission. 

By tracing Lincoln's life as a 
postmaster, rail splitter, store 
clerk and self-taught lawyer, 
who became one of the most 
respected and beloved presi¬ 
dents, visitors get an intriguing 
glimpse into how he formed 
the political ideas and skills, 
which would eventually lead 
him to change the history of the 
nation 

Central Illinois is also home 
to picturesque Amish farming 
villages, stunning State Parks, 
and a wide variety of recre¬ 
ational activities from golfing, 
cycling and fishing to theatre 

Highlights along the Lincoln 
Heritage Trail include: 
Springfield. In 1837,Spring- 
field, Illinois became the capi¬

person than Mrs B to hum a happy tune while 
picking dog poop off the lawn and I’ll bet even Henry 
David Thoreau would have grown desperate and 
angry at the never ending chickweed, dandelions, 
thistle, clover, groundsel and henbit that infected 
every inch of cultivated earth and grew back over¬ 
night when she removed them 

And the grass Half of every summer w as spent 
digging grass from the edges of flower beds and 
even then a long, green flag would wave from the 
centre of a monkshood or auricula or columbine and 
one could almost hear it sing, "hee, hee, hee you 
can’t get me.

her Mrs Beanblossom had become a pain in the 
neck. 

And then one morning she stepped out onto her 
deck and survey ed the day and the garden and the 
blue, blue sky An oriole sang in the nearby trees, 
two goldfinches dropped into a sunflower about a 
meter from her nose and a hummer zipped in for a 
snack on the feeder Not a breath disturbed the 
blossoms in the flower beds, the dog yawned and 
stretched in the warm sun, a cat wove purringly 
around her ankles Everything was as perfect as she 
could make it Peace filled her soul She went in to 
get a cup of coffee and a cushion for the wicker deck 
chair 

While she was waiting for the coffee to perk the 
dog chased the cat through the dahlia bed. a mole 
discovered the carrots and began pushing up dirt in 
a lovely straight line, a phalanx of slugs moved into 
the lettuce, a pale green thistle squeezed it's way up 
between the planks in the lower deck and the wild 
cucumber vine choked off the last of the babysbreath

A New Era For Intensive 
Livestock Operations 

Although lower market prices 
over the last year have dampened 
some optimism, there still seems to 
be great potential for continued 
growth in the livestock and poultry 
segments of our agriculture indus¬ 
try This growth could be greatest in 
the beef cattle and hog sectors, where 
our large land base, favorable cli¬ 
mate and plentiful feed supplies give 
this province a significant competi¬ 
tive advantage Changes to the grain 
transportation payment system and 
the existence of an industry that 
already is strong and vibrant will 
further enhance the opportunities 
for expansion 


The future growth of intensive 
livestock and poultry enterprises will 
be supported by the dawn of a new 
era in the dev elopment of these op¬ 
erations Two weeks ago, Doug 
Radkc, the Deputy Minister of Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment, announced the release of a 
new Code of Practice for the Safe 
and Economic Handling of Animal 
Manures This Code was released 
together with a proposed develop¬ 
ment permitting process for inten¬ 
sive livestock and poultry opera¬ 
tions The Code and permitting proc¬ 
ess are two components of an action 
plan developed over the last three 
years by the Intensive Livestock 
Operations (ILO) Committee This 
committee had wide representation 
from eight major livestock and poul¬ 
try organizations, two rural munici¬ 


pal associations and several Alberta 
government departments 

The Code of Practice gives di¬ 
rection for establishing and operat¬ 
ing intensive livestock facilities and 
is a successor to a previous code that 
was published in 1982 The Code 
has a series of guidelines covering 
the proper location or siting of live¬ 
stock operations, the storage and 
use of manure and the control of 
runoff and seepage from facilities. 
Appendices in the Code have tables 
of recommended separation dis¬ 
tances, manure characteristics and 
application rates, land bases and 
runoff volumes from open feedlots 
The Code of Practice provides pro¬ 
ducers and planners with a basis for 
assessing the siting, design and 
management of intensive livestock 
operations. 


The development permitting 
process is available to municipali¬ 
ties on a voluntary basis and is de¬ 
signed to help local governments 
deal with intensive livestock devel¬ 
opment. The process encourages a 
co-operative approach to develop¬ 
ment approvals, with the provincial 
government providing direction on 
technical matters, while leaving au¬ 
thority for final decisions with local 
officials Together, the Code of Prac¬ 
tice and development permitting 
process will provide a framework 
for sound land use planning deci¬ 
sions The purpose of these two 
initiatives is to promote continued 
development of intensive livestock 
and poultry operations, while en¬ 
suring that environmental and nui¬ 
sance impacts are minimized 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 


Rural Development staff will play a 
lead role in providing technical as¬ 
sistance on these developments to 
both municipalities and livestock 
producers. When potential environ¬ 
mental or nuisance problems are 
identified, engineers and technolo¬ 
gists from the department will work 
with the applicants and local au¬ 
thorities to develop solutions 
AAFRD staff also are prepared to 
provide training and support to mu¬ 
nicipalities as the permitting proc¬ 
ess is implemented The livestock 
organizations will be using aware¬ 
ness and education activities to pro¬ 
mote acceptance of this process by 
their members

New code of practice for 
environment and industry 


Special to the Review 

A new code of practice for han¬ 
dling animal wastes in Alberta has 
been released by the provincial ag¬ 
riculture department. 

"Both the environment and the 
livestock industry can benefit from 
this new code of practice and asso¬ 
ciated intensive livestock develop¬ 
ment permitting process," said Doug 
Radke, deputy minister of Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Development 

Code of Practice for the Safe and 
Economic Handling of Animal 
Manures provides land-use siting 
guidelines for livestock facilities 
and practical alternatives for ani¬ 
mal manure storage and use. It is 
just one component of an action 
plan developed by Alberta's eight 
major livestock organizations in co¬ 
operation with two rural municipal 
associations and the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment over the past three years 

The action plan also includes an 
intensive livestock development 
permitting process, available to all 
rural municipalities on a voluntary 
basis. This process is designed to 
help local governments make de¬ 
velopment approval decisions for 
new and expanding intensive live¬ 
stock facilities, especially now as 
the industry moves toward larger 
and more intensive management 
systems 

"As part of this permitting proc¬ 
ess, the Code of Practice provides 
the basis for municipalities and this 
department to assess the environ¬ 



mental sensitivity of intensive live¬ 
stock operations before develop¬ 
ment takes place," said Radke "En¬ 
vironmental screening will ensure 
the siting and manure management 
aspects of proposed developments 
are reviewed." 

Alberta Agriculture will take the 
lead role in providing technical as¬ 
sistance for those proposed devel¬ 
opments considered environmen¬ 
tally sensitive and refine them, if 
necessary, to minimize nuisance and 
environmental impacts. 

"I encourage municipalities to 
use the permitting process to assist 
them in their planning decisions," 
he added. 

The livestock industry's commit¬ 
ment to environmental sustainability 
is recognized through the new Code 
of Practice. Safe and economic han¬ 
dling means producers are encour¬ 
aged to derive all benefits from live¬ 
stock manure while ensuring any 
potential effects on soil, air and 
water resources are minimized. 

The new code replaces Alberta 
Agriculture and Alberta Environ¬ 
ment's 1982 publication Confine¬ 
ment Livestock Facilities Waste 
Management Code of Practice

ALBERTA AGRICULTURE, FOOD AND RURAL DEVELOPMENT

Imagine thousands of marching 
worms entering your canola crop 
and causing yield losses of up to 25 
percent. This year, with all the me¬ 
dia attention we've had for these 
soldiers of devastation, an outbreak 
is a possibility, but not a probabil¬ 
ity 

The Bertha Army Worm has had 
its fair share of media hype over the 
past months. It's a great awareness 
program but right now it probably 
has most of you checking your fields 
daily and hearing soldiers in your 
sleep For this area, an outbreak is 
very unlikely, but isolated pockets 
of break-outs can still happen. My 
recommendation over the next few 
weeks, the most critical time for 
Bertha Army Worms, is to check 
your fields at least two times a week 

Army Worms are nothing new to 
this area Reduced tillage and milder 
winters may have been the biggest 
contributing factors to a hi gh number 
of moths this year Traps through¬ 
out the province this summer have 


found only three hot spots where 
levels are high enough to spray. 
These areas are at Provost in the 
northeast and Vulcan and Rolling 
Hills in the south. 

More recently an isolated area 
west of Brooks has found larvae 
numbers up to 300 per sq/m T hese 
larvae are still very small and only 
10 percent are expected to survive 
which are still enough to cause sub¬ 
stantial damage to your canola field. 

Let's talk about some economic 
thresholds to see whether or not you 
should spray your crop for Bertha 
Army Worms. With canola prices 
this fall looking to be in the $8 to $9/ 
bushel range (or let's hope higher), 
threshold levels of 10 to 15 larvae 
per sq/m are high enough to spray. 
At a cost of approximately $10/ 
acre, chemical and sprayer, it makes 
economic sense when worm levels 
are high Remember, spraying 
shouldn't start unless you find 10-15 
worms per sq/m consistently In 
many cases what you will see is 
isolated pockets throughout the field 
where you'll find 30 to 50 worms m 
a couple of sq/m and then you'll take 
another 20 to 30 steps before you 


find any more worms On average, 
these numbers are not high enough 
to warrant any spraying 

The next couple of weeks will be 
the most active time for Bertha Army 
Worms and will be the time when 
most damage will occur. Once your 
crop is swathed and is in a windrow 
for a day or two, the worrying pe¬ 
riod is over Army Worms can't 
seem to survive when canola is dry¬ 
ing down. 

So, that's a brief run down of 
what to expect and what to look for 
I've been checking many fields How 
many, well let's just say that I'm 
starting to dream of canola I haven’t 
found any high infestation levels, 
but that's not to say that one of your 
fields will not be that isolated pocket 
Again, the next few weeks will be 
the most active time for Bertha Army 
Worms, so check your fields at least 
two times a week 

If you're not sure what you have 
or if you should spray, give me a call 
at 823-1675 or contact your local 
Alberta Agriculture Crop Produc¬ 
tion Specialist

Poisons on a platter

Picnic time is here. The sun is shining (well some 
of the days) and families are enjoying picnic fun. This 
is a good time for family get-togethers, especially 
family picnics. There are some simple rules to follow 
so the family barbecue does not turn into a family sick 
time. We will follow the Biggbux family through a 
family picnic that could turn into "Poisons on a 
platter". 

Hamburger Disease: At the family barbecue, 
controversy began to broil when cousin Jed wanted to 
serve all the burgers medium rare. Not only would the 
burgers taste better, but anyone who wanted a well- 
done burger could just leave the patty in the warming 
oven for a while longer. What Jed didn't know is that, 
unlike steaks or other beef cuts, hamburgers and any 
other ground meat should never be offered anything 
less than well done. He was unaware of "hamburger 
disease", a disease caused by eating ground meat that 
has not been thoroughly cooked. 

When half of the family got diarrhea the next week, 
Jed learned there should be no pink or red left in the 
meat, nor should there be any color but brown in the 
juice from the patties. If any of your guests have the 
misfortune of contracting this condition, there are 
several symptoms to alert you to their problem. Those 
affected will experience severs stomach cramps and 
bloody diarrhea, two to eight days after eating bad 
burgers. The illness will be accompanied by a mild 


fever and dehydration due to diarrhea. Although most 
people recover without drugs or treatment, the very 
young and the elderly risk serious problems such as 
kidney failure. While the syndrome lasts from 7 to 10 
days, anyone with bloody diarrhea is advised to see 
their doctor immediately. • 

There are several precautions to take to ensure the 
hamburger disease won't strike when you're wearing 
the chefs hat. Thaw the meat in the refrigerator, not on 
the kitchen counter and remember to keep cold foods 
cold (below 4 degrees C) and hot foods hot (above 60 
degrees C). Wash your hands before handling any food 
and always wash after handling raw meat. Be certain 
to wash the work surface and all utensils used in 
preparing ground meat, both before and after. Don't 
use the same surface for preparing other food because 
the disease can later transfer to other foods unless the 
surface has been cleaned thoroughly. Be certain not to 
allow raw meat juices to mix with cooked food. This 
should help to prevent cross-contamination, so don't 
be hesitant to wash a lot of dishes. You shouldn't use 
the same plate to serve as you did to prepare unless it's 
been thoroughly cleaned. The bacteria can survive at 
refrigerator and freezer temperatures and multiply at 
temperatures as low as 7 degrees C. Although 
undercooked ground beef has been the food source in 
most reported cased, the bacteria can contaminate any 
food, including undercooked roast beef, raw milk, 
improperly processed cider, contaminated water and 
vegetables grown in cow manure. 

Summer barbecue is a fun time, this information 
will also make it a safe time.
